The forthcoming mecting — be- 
tween Mr, Clement Attlee and 
President Truman will be the moni 
Important diplomatic event since 
the Putsdam Conference last July, 
in the opinion of authoritative 
quarters here. 

Mr. Attlee's aim, they say, will 
be tha closest possible co-ordina- 
tion of the foreign policies of ‘the 
countries. 

The Prime Minister’s initlativ 
was welcomed here, since {it was 
realised that this was the key to 
tho diplomatic activity of the 
British Ambassador, Lord Hall. 
fax, in the past few days and of 
tho visit of the Minister of State, 
Mr. Philip Nocl-Baker. 

The atomic bomb is likely tu 
bulk largely in the conversutiags 
Considerable prominence wat 
given in Washinton at the week 
end to the London press commen 
critical of President Truman's 
insistence on keeping the atomic 
bomb secrets, and this point may 
provide the crux of the dis 
cussions.

The General declared that it 
was certain that tho military 
establishment cannot hope to in- 
sure safety of a country very 
much longer at the present rate 
of demobilisation unless some

EMOTIONAL CRISIS 

General Marshall said domobili- 
zation was affected by a wide- 
spread omotional crisis for the 
American people, added: 

“If wo are to nourish an infant 
United Nations organization and 
thug establish some possibilicy for 
a futuro decent world order, de- 
Anito measures must bo taken |m- 
mediately to determine at least the 
basic principles for our post-war 
military policy.” 

The general asserted the world 
now sees the United Staten falling 
back into Its familiar peacetime 
hobits. Ho sald he could not 
fucand the concluaion’ that the 
possibilities of atemic oxplosion 
made {jt more imperative than ever 
befure that the United Sta es keep 
itself militarily strong to use its 
strength to promote a counerative 
world order.—Ausoclated Preas.

Washington, .Oct. 30. 

Tho Chairman of the Senate 
Stocring Committee, Mr. Robert 
Tufte, urged to-day that the United 
States should join with Britain In 
a survey to determine how many 
Jews can and should bo aent to 
Palestine. 


He said ho was satisfied that | 


the Britlsh were not seriously 
suggesting that the United States 
should help to furnish armed 
forces for Palestine. 

He underatood that Britain had 
asked for the establishment of 
a joint commisnion to determine 
how many Jews could be sent to 
Palestine without disturbing con- 
diuons.
